HUNTING ELEPHANTS 


EXCITING ADVENTURE IN THE UP- 


PER KONGO REGION, 


The Mad Rnsh of tile Startled Giants 


the Dense Forest foliage — A 


Shot and a Tumble Into a Swamp Hole 
Jnst In the Nick of Time. 


Mr. Herbert Ward relates in Oassell's 


Magazine 
soijia exciting experiences 


that befell him in the course of an ele- 
phant hunt in the forests of Hobnnga, 
»- district near the Tapper Kongo river. 
This country, which is inhabited by 
Mobunga cannibal's, had not been visit- 
ed by a Nviiiie man before. Having been 
successful in reaching arfavorite ground 
for elephants, his guides left the hunter 
at midnight, returning in their canoe. 


After floundering about for some 


time," he says, "I at length found an 
elephant path. The cane was trodden 
into the sodden ground about four feet 
in width, and the path led straight 
across the middle of the bamboo patch. 
On either side of the path th^e cane.grew 
so thickly that I found it almost; impos- 
sible to penetrate. A storm was raging, 


distinctly beard elephants forcing 


their way through the forest in order 
evidently to reach some open space 
Where they might be safe from falling 
trees. 


In the intermittent flashes of light- 


ning I occasionally got a glimpse of 
their great, ghostly forms approaching 
the cane patch, and as the storm in- 
creased in fury the sound of elephants 
stampeding in all directions through the 
thick mass of bamboos impressed me in 
a most uncomfortable manner. 
Each 


moment I feared being trampled, The 
floundering, heavy footsteps occasional- 
ly seemed to approach within a few 
yards of me, and I distinctly heard the 
frightened squeals of baby elephants as 
they plunged and stumbled in the 
swamp. 


. "The storm ceased as suddenly as it 


came, and in the subsequent Inll there 
was a constant dripping of water in the 
forest and the sound of falling branches. 
The elephants appeared to be standing 
motionless, and the air was once again 
filled with the eternal music-of mosqui 
toes. 


"With the first indication of dawu 


my spirits rose, and I carefully wiped 
the mud from my rifle with the ragged 
sleeve of my shirt. While it was still 
too dark to distinguish the surround- 
ings, I could plainly -hear elephants 
stirring in all directions. 
Crawling 


some little distance along the sloppy 
path, I suddenly distinguished the out- 
line of an elephant's head and back cut- 
ting sharp against tho gray morning 
sky. It was impossible iu that light to 
estimate distance. • 


"Creeping cautiously forward, I was 


startled two or three times by a low, 
rumbling sound peculiar to elephants, 
and which is in some way connected 
with their digestion. The cane patoh 
appeared to be a perfect haven of refngs 
for elephants during the storm, for oil 
every side there came audible evidences 
of their presence. 


"When within what I judged to be 


20 paces of my elephant, I was just able 
to discern .his ears, flapping spasmod- 
ically to beat off the mosquitoes aud 
sand flies that hovered around him, aud 
his trunk swinging listlessly among the 
trampled cane, as if in search of some- 
thing edible. Gradually I noticed a cer- 
tain restiveness, as thougb the animal 
was conscious oJ danger. Eaising his 
trunk in the air, he sniffed in various 
directions until his head was turned 
straight toward mu. 


"Realizing that my presence was dis- 


covered and that there was not au iu- 
stant to lose, I took a steady aim at his 
left shoulder and fired. 
The recoil of 


my eight bore rifle knocked me back- 
ward, and as I struggled iu the cane en- 
tangled slush, enveloped in smoke, I 
was conscious of a deafening uproar. The 
rifle.report echoed strangely through the 
forest, and the startled elephants charg- 
ed madly forward in every direction, 
crashing through the dense foliago like 
giant locomotives. 


"By the time I regained my feet and 


had run aside to be clear from the 
smoke I found my elephant slowly ris- 
ing from the ground. By this time I 
was within 15 paces of the beast aud 
fully realized the necessity of firing a 
fatal shot, Trembling with excitement, 
I fired point blank at the animal's fore- 
head, and, quickly stooping below the 
smoke, I caught sight of a jet of blood 
spurting from the wound, while the. 
ponderous beast slowly sank to the 
ground again—dead. 


".Reloading in haste, I took two snap 


shots at an elepbant rushing past me, 
without other effect, however, than to 
stop his progress. He stood for a mo- 
ment gazing at me and twitching his 
tail. Owing to wet or dirt I found diffi- 
culty in opening my rifle, and in spite 
of frantio efforts I could not make the 
lever act. I can well recall tho feeling 
of blank despair when the wounded 
beast, with coiled trunk and ears erect, 
rushed forward with a shrill scream. 


"I darted aside and fortunately fell, 


lost to view in a swamp hole, complete- 
ly covered with a mass of vines and 
branches. There I lay breathless for 
some moments, listening to the floun- 
derings of the wounded elephant. 
At 


length the noise died away, and with 
"daylight all was still again." 


Platinum aud Gold, 


As package of wire that weighs 35 


pounds and resembles ordinary fine pol- 
ished steel wire was entered at the ap- 
praiser's .department of the cnstom 
house some time ago and valued at $5; - 
000. This is almost as much as the same 
•weight of gold would be valued, and the 
wire attracted a good deal of attention. 
It was platinum wire, and for that rea- 
son worth its weight in gold. A man 
who viewed it said that the demand for 
it had apparently increased greatly, as 
mnch more platinum, crude and manu- 
factured, was corniug through the cus- 
tom house now.—Dulnth Nevfe-Trib-

them. But to the women in town and 
country the edict has gone forth, "Weep 
no more.'1 The day has passed when 
the big, sad eyes, ready to send forth a 
flood of tears on tbe slightest provoca- 
tion, can prove an effective weapon 
against refractory man. He knows too 
much about it It is useful to a woman 
as a relief to her nervous system—any 
physician can tell her that it has its 
physiological benefits—but masculinity 
cannot be subdued by these moist meth- 
ods.

the first quarter of the present century 
slaves were common in that part of 
New York state and the adjacent region 
of New Jersey. These slaves were treat- 
ed no better by their old Dutch masters 
than were their feUowsbondsmen-in the 
south. They w^.|wc«kedx. longViind 
hard, and the lash was not spared. Con- 
sequently runaway slaves, were many. 
These runaway g" in variably ' sought the 
fastnesses of the surrounding mountains.

Canada, although he might be within 
sight and sound .of his -master's home. 
Scores of runaways in time peopled the 
Inaccessible hills, and in the spots 
.Where they threw up their first shelter- 
ing huts of bark or fallen trees or found 
refnge in oaves their descendants. dwell 
today. 


The woods had their Indian dwellers 


already, and the two -races mingled, 
These .are the strange .people who are 
seen .how and- then in the' little-villages 
along -the Erie railway in Ri akland and 
the: adjoining towns .of Bergen and 
Orange ; counties,. and- whose homes are 
far back'in the hills. A oharaoteristio

UNLOADING COAL. 


Two 
of Discharging Coal From Ca-

nalboats Into Carts. • 


Scoops like those that are used in 


taking up mud from under water, in 
deepening slips, that shut together in 
the mud, biting out a great mouthful of 
it to be lifted up and dropped into a 
scow, are also used in unloading coal — 
in taking coal out of boats. The ordinary 
way of unloading coal from boats into 
carts on the wharf alongside is with 
big scoops holding a quarter of a ton 
each, which are hung on pivots so that 
when they are cast loose they can easily 
be upset and emptied. These ecoops are 
filled in the boat by men who tip the 
scoop pu its side toward the coal and 
scrape the coal down into it until it is 
almost full and then right it up and 
finish-filling it with shovels. The scoop 
is booked on to a rope and hoisted up 
by horse or steam power to the driver 
waiting With his cart on the wharf, 
who empties the scoop into bit; cart. 
Meanwhile the men below are filling 
another scoop. The Bhovelers -who do 
thin work earn good wages, but - : they 
must be men of strength and endurance, 
and they may have to work long hoars. 


The steam scoop is used in only the 


smaller sizes of coal, bnt the work that 
it does is done much cheaper than it 
could be done by hand shoveling. The 
scoop is dropped, open upon the coal in 
the hold of a canalboat and then closed 
by power operated by the engineer who 
runs it. The separated lower edges of 
the two parts of the scoop are drawn to- 
gether down through the coal until they 
meet, thus holding the coal inclosed. -. 


• The scoop is then hoisted np and 
swung in by- power,, not over the cart, 
but over an elevated 
pocket or bin 


which has a spon't on each side so that 
two carts can load' at once. When it 
has been swung in, the scoop is opened, 
to discharge its contents into the pocket, 
and then it is swung out again and once 
more dropped open upon the coal in the 
boat below. — New York Sun. 


Electric Lighting In Tunnels, 


America is leading the way in the 


matter of illuminating railway tunnels 
by means of electricity, The Baltimore 
tunnel is thus lighted, and arrange- 
ments are being made to light tbe Hoo- 
sac tunnel in the same way. Similarly, 
on tbe continent the great St. Gothard 
tunnel will shortly be illuminated by 
means of arc lamps. The advantages 
claimed for an electrically illuminated 
railway tunnel are many. Among other 
things, it will presumably greatly ro- 
dnce the chances of an accident happen- 
ing either from -collision or through a 
broken rail or an obstruction, as tho 
enigueer •will be. enabled to see clearly 
a long way ahead—far enough at least.
